testing —1 Corinthians 15,51. 

Without the death of Jesus, said 
the Pastor, all of the race would be 

rished, and only in the resurrec- 
ion have we any ground whatever 
for believing in_a aalvation from 
death.. Only becatse "Christ died is 
there an opportunity for the Church 
during his Gospel Age to respond to 
a “high calling’ to the Divine na- 
ture. Likewise only through the 
merit of Christ’s death will the 
world of mankind be saved from 
| seer and have an opportunity 
uring Messiah’s Kingdom to be re- 
covered from sin and. death condi- 
tions, from ignorance, superstition, 
etc.—from the tomb. 

Gradually they will be raised up, 
up, up, in the image and likeness of 
God in the flesh, ultimately to enjoy 
Him forever in a world-wide Para- 
dise, from Which will be cut off in 
the Second Death’ all wilful evil- 
doers, all who prefer. sin to righte- 
ousness, when the Truth shall- be 
made clear to them and when the 
opportunity will be fully within their 
grasp.

Neither am 1 esa pe: that only a 
few are believers in the Scriptural 
sense now. Statistics mention four 
“hundred millions of Christians; but, 
as we all know, this includes prac- 
tically ‘everybody in Europe and 
America, with a few in Asia_ and 
Africa. It includes many in prisons 
and insane. asylums, penitentiaries, 
ete. And that leaves three times as 
many whom we call heathen, who 
have no knowledge of Christ what- 
ever—twelve hundred millions, Sure- 
ly none of these are believers in.$pe 
sense defined by Jesus and 
Apostles. 

Jesus implies that if any one really

to keep papers moving, and moving pa+ 
pers do not require pigeonholes. Most 
papers require immediate attention, 
and they get it. If.for any reason ac 
tion must be deferred to a later cute 
the letter concerned is generally filed 
and then brought out on a predeter 
mined date by means of the regulat 
“follow up" system, In order that the 
chief of the bureau may be familiar 
with the circumstances attending all 
delays in action on incoming : letters 
there is submitted to him from each 
desk on Monday morning of each week 

a list of unfinished correspondence, on 

which is written the explanation of 

any delays. Letters that may have 
_»been Jost or mispinced would of neces 

sity not appear on these reports of un 

finished correspondence. Such losses 

are detected by a card system kept ig 
‘the file room. 

Each letter received in the buread 
has a card assigned to it. The cards 
give a complete bistory of all letters 
received and of the action taken os 
them, When the action has been com 
pleted the cards are destroyed. If 
however, on Monday morning ang 
cards show that no action bas bees 
taken such cards are brought to the at

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GRAIN MARKETING COSTS. 

In a few days a report will 
be made public of the findings 
and recommendations of the 
Saskatchewan commission ‘on 
grain credit and grain markets. 
This body has been making an 
exhaustive study of the profit 
leakages accruing to the mar- 
keting of the grains produced 
by the farmers of Western 
Canada. 

Ina report that is a forerun- 
ner of a more minute diagnosis 
of the trouble the commission- 
ers place the onus of responsi- 
bility for the farmer's financial 
battle as dirvetly responsible 
toan antiquated rural credit 
system and the cost of trans- 
portation of grain from the 
field to the consumer. 

Why should Canada’s grain 
cost more to place on the Euro- 


pean market than the crops of 
the States and the Siberian 
yield?. That is the essence -of 
the commission's report.. The 
commission has spent three 
months in investigating Euro- 


’ pean markets and the handicap 


race of Canada’s grains to those 
hoppers as against the compe- 
tition of all of the other grain 
producing countries. 

What good does it do to re- 
flect on the wonderful increase 
in grain’ acreage if it docs not 
materially inerease the per 
capita wealth of the Dominion 
and more particularly the 
western provinces? | 

If the productivity of the 
western soils and the great 
acreage does not give the blue 
ribbon to Canada in the great 
Grain Derby there isa screw 
loose somewhere, and. that is 
whut the Saskatchewan com- 
mission is now boiling down: 

" The commission has made an 
advance statement that it can 
be laid at the door of excessive

As for the lake transportation, 
it is hard to understand why it 
would cost more to put grain 
from the elevators at. Port 
Arthur down to the seaboard 
than from Duluth or Superior.

What do the above facts 
mean? They mean that the 
ships that carry America’s com- 
peting grain to the markets on 
the Continent are laboring 
under a greater burden of ton- 
nage and deckaye tolls and dis- 
eriminatory handicaps while 
the ships that earry Canada's 
grain go scot free in compar 
ison, Will the commission 
bring out these facts? They 
have been studying New York 
and Boston, Those are two of 
the greatest forwarding grain 
markets on the Atlanti: coast, 

If the farmers are losing 
their profits to the transpor- 
tation companies — indirectly 
through the lowering of wheat 
in the primary: market price to 
they they are being lined up 
against the wall and robbed, 
hands up. Within our knowl-
